1978 IN SANTIAGO, CHILE. THE CICYT EVALUATES SCIENCE AND 
TECHNOLOGY PROJECT PROPOSALS SUBMITTED BY MEMBER COUNTRIES 
AND RECOMMENDS FOR OR AGAINST FUNDING BY OAS REGIONAL 
SCIENCE PROGRAM.
